C. Plummer, 
Venerabilis Baedae Historia Ecclesiastica (Oxford 1896) 2:118 observed of this manuscript that its "scribe probably had local 
knowledge," since the name of the village near Catterick where James the Deacon lived, otherwise unnamed, is here 
specified as "seynt iemestret" (end of Book 2, on f. 14); this detail was also noted by a seventeenth century reader, who 
has collated the text. On f. 99 a contemporary hand notes a financial transaction: "Solut. Willelmo | cropped iiis. id. 
A| cropped — Waltero xxx. cropped  etiii d. pro. cropped  ."In an eighteenth century hand, Greek letters on 
pastedown, and "AXQ" on f. 1. Sold in 1836 by Thomas Thorpe to Sir Thomas Phillipps; Phillipps 9428 and the Phillipps 
shelfmark in pencil on the front pastedown; the number also in ink on f. i verso. Belonged to George Dunn (1865-1912) of 
Woolley Hall; his sale, Sotheby's, 11 February 1913, lot 400 to Bertram Dobell (1842-1914). Untraced according to Laistner 
in 1943.
